»HBY MOTE ON FILIPINO CAPITAL 


««n«rml MacArthur*i Brigade Puihln« 


• Jinleht Forward From Maloloi, While 


Ijtwton'l Iflytnf 
Column Sweep* Fmr 


Around to Cat Off Insurgent Forces' 
IneTlt.ble K«tre«t to th« Interior. 
Washington, April 25 —General Otis 


b*s inaugurated a most important 
movement, according to information 
received by officials of the war depart- 
ftlftnt. 
The objective poin| is the insurgent 


town of Calumpit, about 8 miles north- 
yre.et of Malolos. It was here that the 
Insurgents 
concentrated after being 


driven out of' their capital, setting 
up a new capital and making it the 
base of their operations. Moving on 
the stronghold, General Otis proposes 
to conduct two distinct operations. The 
first one, under Major General MacAr- 
thur, has for its purpose pushing 
straight forward from Malolos along 
the railroad and striking at Calumpit 
from the south. The second one is un- 
der Major General Lawton, who, with 
his flying column, is moving far around 
to the northeast, to the large town of 
Norzagay, from which point he will 
turn abruptly west toward Calumpit. 
This last move will take about 10 days, 
and military strategists look upon it as 
another effort to flank the insurgents 
l>y getting behind them at Calumpit, 
•imilar to the flank movement which 
Qeaeral MacArthur attempted to exe- 
cute at Malabon. 


This double operation makes Calum- 


pit the center for the next ten days, 
•while attention will be divided between 
MacArthur's column advancing from 
Mwlolos and Lawton's column on • its 
ten days' march by Norzagay. Mac- 
Arthur has only a short distance to 
traverse, BO that his forces may be en- 
gaged with the main force of the in- 
surgents within the next few hours. 
The country is open and rather better 
for our troops than that lying south 
of Malolos. Calumpit lies on the left 
tank of a small stream, at Its conflu- 
ence with the large river Rio Grande. 
It ia a substantially built town, with 
some 2,000 houses. 


The advance of General Lawton by a 


circuitous route will be over a country 
of'which little ia known here. Norza- 
gay is a considerable town, and it 13 
thought General Lawton is there by 
this time. A road runs all the way 
from there to Calumpit. Along it is 
scattered many small towns, indicating 
that the advance is through a populous 
country. It Is an agricultural locality, 
•with extensive rice and fruit planta- 
tions.

retary Alger and Adjutant General Cor- 
bin regarding the forts and posts in his 
department. The withdrawal of troops 
lor service in the Philippines will leave 
Borne of these posts without garrisons 
of any number.
